River, one-half mile west of Morris­ 


town. 


Miss McFarlan had gone "picnicking 


at Bine River Park with 'the Pastor’s 


Aid Society of the Main Htreet Chris­ 


tian church, of which she was a mem­ 


ber. 
Th« f party went out to Morris­ 


town on the 11 o’clock car this morning 


It seems that the first word of the 


accident was brought to this city by 


Horace 
Brooks, who was returning 


from Indianapolis. 
His car stop)ied 


at the park and Mrs. E. O. Humes 


came running to the car and informed 


the passensgers of the accident. 
Mr. 


Brooks upon ids arrival in this city 


told Mr. McFarlan of the accident up* 


on the street. 
Mr. McFarlan left for 


Morristown on the 8 o’clock car. 


It is reported ¡that Miss McFarlan 


was in the river wading in company 


with Mamie Kemp and I<ou Whitton, 


all in bathing suits. 
They had hold 


of each others hands, forming a chain, 


Miss McFarlan toward the center of 


the river. 
They found themselves get­ 


ting deeper*into the water, and when 


Miss Mae found that she got hevond 


her depth, she let go rather than drag 


her companions along, and before any ­ 


one could realise what had hapiamed 


she was gone. 


The river, just below the bridge 


where the ladies were wading, is from 


ten to fifteen feet deep for a distance 


of possibly 5(H) y ards ami for this 


reason it has been impossible to recov­ 


er her body up to the time of going to 


p ress. 
Two good divers from this city 


made reiieated efforts to find the body , 


and tiie latest report states that the 


grabbling hooks of the Morristown 


fire department are being used in an 


effort to find the body . 
A seine was 


also used, but without results. 


Miss McFarlan was about twenty -1 


four y ears of age. 
She was a Chris-1 


tian in the true sense of the word 


aud she devoted much time to church 


work. 
She was alway s of a cherful 


and lovable 
disposition aud to the 


citizens of the community it does not 


seem possible that she could have met

Senator Carl Wood, of Greensburg,

tour- ] right of way forfthe traction road from 
{Shelby ville to Greensburg, say s that 
{he was not meeting with 
the en­ 
couragement he had been led to anti­ 
cipate when the question of building 
the road was revived a few day s ago. 
Up to this time contracts have been 
closed with only two farmers between 
Greensburg and Adams, with the others 
holding out for what he deems exor 
bitant prices for their land. 
One land 
owner is demanding a price equal to 
# 250 per acre for the strip across bis 
farm and others are not far behind in 
the altitndionsness of their demands. 
This effort to hold the company np is 
not setting well with Mr. Henry and 
his associates, and it will have the 
effectjof retarding the beginning of 
the actual work 
011 the line. 
Mr.’Henry has said all along that he 
desired to treat the people absolutely 
fair in right-of-way matters, but that 
he did not propose to be held up and 
compelled to pay more then the land 
is worth for railroad or any other por- 
|H>se. 
Mr. Henry has stated that he 
can take either of two. route» to Indi 
anapolis —ooe hv way of Shelby ville, 
and the other by way of this city , and 
while the Shelbvy ille route was prob­ 
ably the natural and direct way he 
would Tome by Rusliville rather than 
submit to exorbitant charges for land. 
While the Rusliville route to Indian- 
a|*olisJ is fourteen miles longer, Mr. 
Henry can put Greensburg jwvsscngers 
into Indianapolis by way of Rusliville 
within ten minutes of tl.e time that 
they can go by wav of Shelby ville ow­ 
ing to tfie higher rate of speed attain 
ed on the Rusliville division. 
This 
means 
that 
if the people between 
Greensburg ami Shelby ville do not 
want the road, it can be run this way 
without.'loss to the company . 
Condemnation proceedings were be 
gun on Monday in the Shelby circuit 
eourt against jiarties between St. Paul 
and Shelby ville, where the hold-up 
game was attempted. 
The game wardens are very busy at j 
Shelby ville and 
Columbus. 
Several i 
arrests have occurred at both place* 
upon affidavits filed by game wardens, 
who have found men disobey ing the 
game laws. 
Arrests for dy namiting 
and seining fish, shooting squirrels out 
of season and other similar offenses 
have resulted in four or five men at 
each palce being heavily fine« !.

case was’the fine less than thirty dol­ 
lars. 
Game wardens have been hanging 
about Rusliville and it was reported 
that several men had been caught dis- 
obey ing the law, but 
110 arrests have 
as vet been made.

Attorney Charles Smith, of Cincin­ 
nati, say s that the Improved Order of 
Red Men*h» s a better set of laws in 
reference to appeals and errors than 
those » re. muter which the courts of 
most States operate. 
A man may be 
proved guilty 
of crime bey ond all 
doubt in State courts, but because 
some judge or lawy er or juror made 
some technical blunder the case is re­ 
versed. 
The rule of the Red Men is 
that if the technical error committed 
doe« not affect the*iuerits ot the case 
and the guilt of thcjaccused is never- 
tl» cles8 clearly established, the case is 
not^reversed, but affirmed. 
He thinks 
State legislatures would do well to 
learn a few’ lessons from the Red Men 
aud amend the old fossil appeal and 
error laws and thereby save much 
senseless litigation.

Washington, J uly 12.—By appoint 
ment Kogoro Takahira, the J apanese 
minister, will call on the president at 
Oy ster Bay Friday morning for a con­ 
ference regarding the peace negotia­ 
tions. The minister will return proba­ 
bly to Washington Saturday and then 
go away for a brief rest, of which he 
is much in need. 
The J apanese mission is expected 
to reach New York about the last of 
J uly . 
Baron Komura will be accom­ 
panied by Colonel Tachiliana, a newly 
appointed military attache at Wash­ 
ington, who will be oue of the advisers 
of the mission; Mr. Adacho, first sec­ 
retary of legation, unattached, who 
served with Mr. Takahira while the 
latter was minister to Rome; Mr. Sato 
of the foreign office, who accompan­ 
ied Prince Fushimi to this jcountry 
last y ear; an American lawy er who 
has been legal adviser to the foreign 
office for twenty -five y ears; Mr. Ya- 
maca, chief of the J apanese political 
bureau, an1 two private secretaries, 
The J apanese mission will be supple* 
mented at Portsmouth by Mr. Taka* 
hira. the other plenipotentiary , Com* 
mander Taheshita, the J apanese naval 
attache at Washington; Mr. Hamlinra. 
third secretary of legation here, and 
probably 
several other secretaries 
from the legation. 
Throughout the conference the J ap­ 
anese legation will remain at Wash­ 
ington with Mr. Hicki. first secretary , 
in charge. 
The legation will keep in 
close touch with the plenipotentiaries, 
and through its proximiity to the state 
department will render material as­ 
sistance to them. 
Nothing more is heard here of 
China’s request to be represented at 
the conference. 
This action on the 
part of China has by no means pleas­ 
ed J apan, and the latter’s objection 
was fully expected by the Washington 
authorities. 
Whether the president 
has communicated with China on the 
subject cannot be learned here. 
In 
diplomatic quarters 
sy mpathetic 
to 
J apan it is declared that China’s re­ 
quest was made at the Instance of 
Russia, hut this statement lacks offi­ 
cial confirmation.
